Bi_v wite informe me, that glnce hor return
from school this Christmas, the first holiday
since joiniog the sohool, that my daughter has
had to submit on one or L wo occasions to the appli-
cation of the old-fashioned birch, My wish is to
know whether this custom still obtains at other
boardingschoels besides this one, and up to what
ago the puplls have to submit to this style of
correction? 1 am told that several pupils older
than my daughier have been whipped during the
st half yoar, and thnt their iriends, many of
hem moving in the higher ranks of life, are
ecognizant of the faot, and show no disasproval.
1 ehould be glad to know the opinion of some of
your readers.

“When an olfense of suiliclent magni-
tude takes pluce, the culprit enters itin the book
hersell, sud carries the report to the lady super-
intendent, who writes under it the amount of
punishment. For the thst offense the delin-
quent is prepared for punishmont, but gonerall
pardoned; for the second, she Is whipped pri-
vately; for all subsequent delingaencies the
punishment takes plice in the school-room,
cn the ‘horee,’ amd  in  adaition to the
{mln it ijnflicte it costs in money about

B, fees, This 15 the system:—First,
ghe proveeds to the housgkecper, to pro-
cure the ron—ghe pwys 2, for the use ob It
gccondly, she hae to be partly undressed by the
mald, and this costs 2d.; thirdly, she hais then to
walk baretooted to snother part ot the house, to
be robed for punishment—a peculinr dressing
ured 1o ndd to the dlsgrace, It s along linen
blouse, short cotton socks, and slippers, The
young lady, thus dressed, now proceeds to the
drawing-room, to bhe exhibited to the lady guper-
intendent., Having been approved, she 18 then
condueten to the school-room, when she has to
pay 6d. to the governess who intlicts the punish-
ment.

is not general, although 1 réad with ragret it is
oceasionaly and for the honor of governesses it
14 to be hoped that the fogging of a young Indy
of fifteen is an excoptionrl case. The question
proposed by the father of the young lady who
wad oblged to submit to so degrading a corree-
tion is both natural and geatlemanly, ns equally
expreseive of disgust and forbeminnhce, The
wrnicioun effects of whipping and inspir-
{ng terror by putting children into dark
closels have already been ably and admi-
rably depreented, and T am astonished that
any enlightened person oan be found to advo-
cate either, Itls certminly a lamentable proofl
that we are yet, In the nineteenth century, very
lgnorant, for the end and aim of sll education is
to prtrlmr\n us tor n futare lfe. Are we to tame
the rebellions humors of our boys sand girls ns
wo do our horses and dops?  Ir the lach to sup-
ply the place of reason, the strong to battle with
the weak, and applaase to follow the exhibition
of matured anger, and may be of mndolence or
revenge! Surely every refined and enlightened
mind must declde against so unequal and
cowardly a contest, It is extrome meanness, 1it-
tencss, und wickedness to fight or alfright the
young, snd o master who practises or permits
cither (however learned) disgraces imself
thereby, nnd proves that he is not & proper
person to be jntrusted with the carc of them.
A ronder of this journal remarks that all our
publie schools practise whipping from the sixth
torm upwards, and that no complaint Is ever
made.  Are there no reasons why complaint s
withbheld? Why are boyssent to publio schools ?
Undoubtedly, to it them for the varlous condi-
tions of this lite; but is there no higher point
to be atlaloed than this for the edueation of
many of those who will one day take the lead ?
It not, Tiear we are fearfully jgnorant of that

A young person benten into submission will
secretly dislike the inflictor, and deceit will
usurp the place of sincerity, and, probably,
